The Golden Dragon Parade of San Francisco has 
grown from a small community affair to one of the 
biggest attractions in northern':California. In recent 
years, the parade has attracted as many as half a 
million spectators. 

The growth of the parade has its good and bad 
points. Many community residents feel strongly that 
the Chinese New Year isafamily affair， which should 
not be turned into a public carnival. Others detest 
the thousands of tourists who crowd the street, take 
up parking spaces,，and litter the area. Still others 
consider the parade ,poorly run，reflecting neither 
thebestin Chineseculture norcommunity SPirit. 

However with the recent gang-related activities 
which have given the Chinese American community 
a_negative image，we as a community need the 
parade and other events to build positive public 
relations. We should never be so naive as to think 
that racial and ethnic prejudice is behind us. Again， 
we should not be so passive to think that bias and 
discrimination can disappear by themselves. When 
the greater community keeps hearing about gan8gs 
and underworld activities， it behooves the majority 
of the Chinese _ Americans，who are law-abiding 
citizens, to present the other side of the picture. 

The parade, therefore，has possibilities. We look 
forward to the day when healthy-looking volleyball 
players， marathon ”runners， and “ song-singing 
youngsters dressed in modern clothing march in the

“By the fourth day of the New 
Year celebration，things slowed 
down considerably iD the Kong 
household.

On this occa- 
sion，Our family ate rice porridge 
in the morning with all different 
kinds of meats.The most symbolic 
porridge we ate was the guPp dai 
porridge with pork liver， pork 
stomach and Pork meat balls.

NECESSITY 

Like her grandfather， Pearl 
Chen 证 a connoisseur of Chinese 
cuisine. Amazingly she arrived ip 
the US not knowing anything 
abonut the practice of cooking. Im 
China and in Hong Kong where 
she lived after the Second World 
War, she had servants to do most 
of her domestic chores and she 
never had to cook for herself. By 
the time she settled in this countr 又 
out of necessity she had learned to 
fend for herself， 

After many years of cooking or- 
dinary food，she acquired “food 
fever” Having great regrets for not 
having learned more about Chi- 
nese cuisine under her grandfather 
while he was alive，Chen went 
back to Hong Kong to study under 
aBuddhist recluse who taught her 
how to Prepare many of her fa- 
VoOrite vegetarian dishes. Deter- 
mined to master the art of deemn 
SU70; Chen served as an apprentice 
in a famous tea house，often be- 
ginning her day at 6:30 am. 


GENEROUS 

Chen has a wealth of know]l- 
edge about Chinese foods, and she 
is very generous in sharing her 
knowledge with anyone who may 
be interested in Chinese cuisine. 
Presently,， she teaches Chinese 
Cooking at Qhione College in Ere- 
IDnOnt. 

Chen started Hier career at: 
Chung Chi College，Chinese Uni- 
Versity of Hong Kong，as the 正 xec- 
utive _ Assistant to the Controller 
upon her graduation from that 
school. She held this position for 
]1 years until 1963 when she re- 
ceived a full scholarship to Eair- 
leigh Dickinson University ip New 
Jersey.

AUnique Monument of History 


FIDDLETOWN, CA 一 The Chi- 
nese herb shop (known as the 


Chew Kee Store [ 训 司 昌 ])in 


Fiddletown is one of the unique 
monuments of American history 
becatuse of its history，its coOntents， 
and its state of preservation, The 
building may be the last original 
nineteenth-century rammed-earth 
structure left standing today，、Its 
contents remain much as they had 
been in the 1850s when the store 
was founded; and include a num- 
ber of pre-1906 records that are 
unavailable in San 上 rancisco， 
There has been little moderniza- 
tion of the building，except for 
electricity，so we can catch a 
glimpse of what life was actually 
like for the Chinese Pioneers im 
nineteenth-century California. Yet 
the Chew Kee Store is in danger of 
being destroyed by neglect and by 
local industrial development， 


POPULATION 

Fiddletown (formerly named 
Oletaj is a small town with a pop- 
ulation of 112，just off Route #49 
south of Placerville， In its eazly 
davs it had a Chinese population 
second only to San Francisco. The 
last Chinese .resident of Eiddle- 
town and owner of the herb shop， 
Jimmie Chow, died in 1965. Since 
heleft no will, the building, along 
with the gambling hall across the 
street,， became the property of 
Amador County， At that time 
there were a number of People 
who viewed the building as an 
eyesore to be torn down and re- 
placed by a modern building. 
Many Chinese buildings in the 
Mother Lode country have suf- 
fered this fate, :or have been re- 
modeled into souvenir shops， 

The store bears Witness to three 
generations of Chinese Americamns 


who withstood ,the hardqships of 
life in the United States. The first 
was Dr.Wah-hing Yee (also known 
as DI:Fang-chung Yee)，an herb 
docetor brought to _ California with 
a group of Chinese men who were 
to_ work on Trailroad construction 
and in the mines，He established 
the herb shop around 1850. 

The second -generation “Was 
Chew Kee,，a merchant from Sam 
Yup，and his family，Chew Kee 
was his_business name; his real 
name is unknown， He operated 
the store, along with several other 
businesses in the area. 


CORBET 
The third generation was Jim- 


mie Chow([ ;号 秋 有 有 ] originally 


Chow-yow Fong; his real surname 
is Fong)，who was born in the 
United States. His home was next 
to the Chew Kee Store. Jimmies 
parerits returned to China when 
he was still young，but they did 
nottake him along because he was 
sickly and they feared he would 
not survive the arduous trip， He 


”was left behind with Dr Yee，who 


brought him Up. His health im- 
Proved to such an extent that he 
became known as“Jimmy Corbet 
because of his 全 ghting Prowess， 
He was able to beat men almost 
twice his . size in boxing，bare- 
knuckle fighting or other types of 
fighting. When Chew Kee ceased 
operating the store，Jimmie Chow 
became the owner of the herb 
Shop. 

The Chew Kee Store consists of 


amain building (approximately 17 
by 28 feet) with walls of rammed 
earth 212 feet thick，Its original 
roof was made of wooden shingles. 
Only two windows，which bave 
iron shutters，admit light at the 
front of the' store The front en- 
trance has an iron door，but the 
back entrance has two iron doors 
separated by a marble doorstep， 
The iron shutters and doors，for 
Protection against fire and theft， 
and the 2122-foot thick walls，give 
the building a fortress-like atmos- 
phere， 


STORE 

The store occupies the front half 
ofthebuilding, and the back is di- 
vided into a bedroom with am 
adult:sizebed and a child-size bed 
to _ the left of a hallway，and a 
small office and storeroom to the 
Tright. 

Attached to the back of the 
rammed-earth structure are wood- 
en additions which provide rooms 
for washing， cooking， sleeping， 
and storage. Immediately in back 
of the rammed-earth building is a 
room with a sink and shelves for 
dishes，but no runmning Water (See 
Photograph).， Water iad to be 
drawn from the well in a shed to 
the left of the building, To the 
right of this room is an alcove con- 
taining a Chinese brick stove with 
a built-in wok (see _ Photography). 
Further back is a porch with a 
table and chair where Jimmie 
Chow ate. Part of the porch is en- 
closed as a bedroom where Jimmie 
slept. He did not sleep inside the 
rammed-earth building，so the 
contents remain undisturbed. 

In_ back of the porch are two 
storage Sheds，one containing 3 
huge built-in wok on a stove， 
which must _ have been used for 
banquets and celebrations，Eur- 
therback isthe outhouse.The only 
“modern” :convenience in the 
building is the electricity The only 
heat comes from a wood-burning 
stove in the store, which heats the 
rammed-earth building，but not 
the bedroom where Jimmie slept 
even in the winter when there was 
snow on tbe ground.

SAN ERANCISCO 一 District 
Attorney “Joseph “Freitas， 卫 . 
announced last week that Pyong 
Hwan Lim，61，of 1634 Post 
Street，was sentenced February 6 
by Municipal Court Judge Albert 
A，Axelrod，after pleading to s 还 
counts of practicing medicine 
without a license and four counts 
of false advertising. The sentence 
included “full restitution， Six 
ionths in the county ”jail， 
suspended on the condition that 
he spend fourteen days ip jail, and 
a thbree-year period of probation. 

The defendant， who called 
himselft “Dr Lim,” allegedly 
treated paralysis sufferers and 
other persons both by traditional 
acupuncture methods and by an 
unusual “gold needle”technique 
which involved the permanent 
insertion into the patient's body of 
metal slivers which Lim claimed 
were made of gold, 

Two patients，whose treatment 
was detailed in _ the declaration， 
claimed they suffered painful side 
effects as a result of the “gold 
needle” insertions， 

Although the defendant repre- 
sented himself 'as a doctor，at no 
time was he licensed by the Cali- 
fornia Board of Medical Quality 
Assurance to practice medicine. 

DANGEROUS 

District Attorney Ereitas com- 
mented that his office does mot 
have a policy of Prosecuting 


:licensed traditional acupunctur- 


ists, but filed against Lim because 
of the dangerous，unsanctioned 
“gold needle ”procedure he used， 
and his promises to cure Parkin- 
soms disease，multiple， sclerosis， 
frigidity，narcotic addqiction，and 
other “incurable illnesses、 

Freitas praised the_ Consumer 
Fraud/White Collar Crime Unit 
staff for the professional manner 
in which this case was handled. 
He noted that considerable 
pressure Was Placed upon the 
District Attorney's office at the 
time the action was filed :to drop 
this ”prosecution. The United 
Acupuncturists of California 
wrote a lengthy letter to the 
TDistrict Attorney and sent a Tepre- . 
sentative to meet with him ; letters 
and telegrams Were sent to 
Governor Brown and to the Con- 
sumer Fraud Unit asking that the 
Prosecution be dropped.
